Mr. Miller discussexi the employ- 
ment situation at length, and told 
about how so many of the avenues of 
employment formerly opened to the 

deal were being closed on account of 

the "Workman's Compensation Law," 

many of the large firms believing that 
the-, deaf weie greater risks than the 
hearing. He strongly advisetl all 
these who now held jobs to stick to 
llie-m. however small their wages were, 
stating that when a deaf man on& 
quit, or lost his job, he would find 
il exceedingly difficult to obtain an- 
other. 

lb- said that farming, truck garden- 
ing and poultry raising, were three of 
the very best vocations for the deaf, 
and that they could always lie assured 
of a comfortable living in either line, 
and advised all the deaf who were al- 
ready on the farm to stay there. The 
large cities and towns w-ith their high 
costs ol living was no place for a deaf 
man seeking employment, as they were 

becoming more and more overcrowded. 
This advice is sound and sensible and 
our deaf people should take it to heart 
and try to settle down and stop drift- 
ing from place to place in search of 
better jobs. "back to the farm" is, 

or should be, the advice of all our 
leaders. 

Mr. 'Thomas S. Marr. of Nashville, 
Tenn., next spoke of the "'The deaf 
in the business world." and like Mi. 
Miller, he told how hard it was for 
a deaf man to make much headway in 
the- business world, unless he was high 
ly educated and possessed skilled tech 
njcal training and could specialise in 
some particular line of business, and 
not always then unless he has strong 
influence behind him.

An experiment indicating the 
possibility of establishing two-way 
communication over long distances 
for the deaf and the hard of hearing 
demonstrated yesterday with 
the Bell television system. Mi*s 
Evelyn Parry, national lip-reading 
champion who has no senses of 
heaing, and Miss Marie Pless, her 
teacher, who is partly deaf, read one 
another's words, though two miles 
apart, by studying the lip move- 
ments reflected in the television 
images. 

Miss Parry was in a television 
both in the Bell Telephone Labora- 
tories at 463 West Street, and Miss 
Pless was in a similar booth in the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
Building at 195 Broadway. Theex- 
periment started when each of the 
subjects had before her in the booth's 
eerie twilighta "televised" image of 
the face of the other, about one foot 
square. 

"Hello Kvelyn," said Miss I'less.
